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H E Letter of Servetus, inferted in my laft, was 
produced againft him on the 17th of August, 
to prove that he had abufed Calvin, and fome 
other Divines of Geneva. I proceed to give 


you an Account of the moft Remarkable Tranfa&tions of 
that Day. 


La Fontaine and Coladon exhibited the Two Letters of 
Occolampadius , which I have already mention’d, and 
Two Paflages of Melanchthon, to prove the firft Article, 
importing that Servetus had been condemn'd in Germany. 
Here follows the firft Paflage of Melanchthon. “ Lufit 
«<4 % homo fanaticus , Servetus, de vocabulo Perfone, 
“ & difputat olim Latinis fignificafle Habirum aut Off- 
“ oj; Diftinfionem , ut dicimus Rofcium alias fuftinere 
“ Perfonam Achillis, alias fuftinere Perfonam Ulyflis ; 
“ fey alia eft Perfona Confulis, alia Servi, ut Cicero in- 
“* quit, Magnum eft in Republica tucri Perfonam Prineipss, 
“« Fe hanc veterem fignificationem vocabuli fycophanticé 
 detorquet ad Articulum de tribus Perfonis Divinitatis. 
In the Second Paflage # HH Melanchthon calls Servetus 
afiutus & Impius. The Prifoner acknowledged that Occo- 
lampadius and Melanchthon had writ againft him ; and ad- 
ded, that it was not a Definitive Sentence,

Upon the Third Article the Two Accufers pro 
(a) again Ptolemy's Geography , and a Paflage — yn 
wetus’s Preface, wherein he fays , that the Fruitfulnefs 
of Judea has been wrongly cried up, fince thofe, who 
travelled in it, tell us chat it isa barren and poor Coun- 
try. Calvin % informs us, that when this Paflage was 
objected againft Servetws, he fella Mumbling , and repli- 
ed, chat it had been written by another Hand. Calvin 
adds, that it was no difficulc thing to convi&t him of the 
contrary: So that not knowing which way to turn, he 
faid at laft he had a good Reafon to write that Paflage 
Afterwards Servetus being ask'd, ( Calvin goes on,) who 
was that vanus Preco Fudee, mention’d by him? And 
whether it was not Mefes? He anfwered , 4s if nome bus 
Mofes had poke of Judea. Calvin replied, that thofe who 
had given an Account of that Country, followed Mo/vs 
the moft Ancient Writer that mentions it ; from whence 
it might be inferr’d , chat he deceived thofe who follow. 
ed him in that Particular. Calvin was extremely exafpe- 
rated againft Serverw upon this account. That impudent 
Dog (fays he ) having nothing to alledge in his Vindica- 
tion, maintain’d that there was no Harm in what he 
had faid. Odbfcoenus canis tantum os perfricuit , @ dixit uno 
verbo, nihil effe ilic mali. 

Tho’ [ never faw that Edition of Ptolemy's Geography 
to which Serwetus added a Preface and fome Notes, Idare 
fay he did not refle& upon Mofes. “Tis not improbable 
that by the Words, vanns Preco Judea, he meant fome 
modern Traveller, who had publith’d an Account of the 
Holy Land, and reprefented it as a very fruitful Country 
Servetus was neither an Atheift, nora Deift : He was fule 
ly perfuaded of the Truth of the Old Teftament, as ir 
appears from his Writings; and therefore I cannot be- 
lieve that the Words juft now mentioned concern 
Mofes. 

Palcftine is not now, properly fpeaking, a more barren 
Country than it was in former Times: Were it impro- 
ved and cultivated , it would doubrlefs be as fruitful as it

And therefore 
Calvin went upon a wrong Suppofition , when 
he told Servetus in a peremptory manner, thet God 
had curfed the Holy Land, and made it barren for 
the Sins of the Jews. Mr. Maundred, late Fellow of 
Exeter-College at Oxford, who travell’d in that Country, 
does not alcfibé its Barretinefs to a Divine Punifhment, 
but to want of Culture. The Paflage being very curious, 
I hope, Sir, you will not be difpleafed to find it here at 
length. 


“ All along this Day's Travel from Kane Leban to Beer, 
 (fays Mr. Maundrell %,) and alfo as far as we could 
“ fee round, the Country difcover'd a quite different Face 
“ from what it had before ; prefenting nothing to the 
‘* view in moft Plates, but naked Rocks, Mountains and 

Precipices.

‘¢ can be more fruitful, whether for the Produ&ion o 
“ Corn or Cattle, and confequently of Milk. The 
“ tho’ improper for all Cattle , except Goats, yet being 
“ difpofed into fuch Beds as are afore defcribd, ferved 
‘very well to bear Corn, Melons, Goards, Cucumbers, 
“ and fuch like Garden-Stuff, which makes the principal 
‘‘ Bood of thefe Countries for feveral Months in the Year,

The Second Edi- 
tion. This Curious Relation bas been trarflated into 
Freneh, and printed in Holland, 
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“ Lib. V. Cap 4. And Ihave Reafon to believe it; bed 
“ caufe when I wasthere, I perceived in many Places a 
* Smell of Honey and Wax, as ftrong as if one had 
“ been in an Apiary. Why then might not this Country 
“ very well maintain the vaft Number of its Inhabitants, 
‘* being in every Part fo produttive of either Milk, Corn, 
‘* Wine, Oyl, or Honey? which are the principal Food 
“of thefe Weftern Nations : The Conftitution of theic 
‘* Bodies, and the Nature of their Clime, inclining them 
“ to a more abftemious Diet than we ufe in England, 


“and other Colder Regions”. But to return to 
Servetus. 


In the next Place, they produced ¥% againft him his 
Notes upon the ViIth and VIIIth Chapters of if/siah, para 
ticularly thofe which he’-had made upon the LIfd Ch 
ter of that Prophet, which he underftood in a literal Senfe 
of Cyrus, who (faid he) died for the Sins of the Jews,add- 
ing that the myftical Senfe concerned Jefus Chrift , 
who is principally meant in that Chapter, Ca/s 
wia (a) does very much exclaim againft that Explication, 
and calls it an impious thing. Grotius, who applied thar 
Chapter to Jeremiah, in a litera! Senfe, was no lefs mifta- 
ken than Servetus : 1 cannot tell whether any Body did 
ever call the Explication of that Learned Man an impious 
Thing. Servetus maintained, that Nicolas de Lyra explain- 
ed the fame Chapter as he did; but the Book was fent for 
and they fhewed him that it was falfe. Whereupon Cal 
vin & & fays that Servetus boldly quoted feveral Authors 
whom he had never read, and that he could not read Greek- 
I cannot tell whether the firft Accufation be well ground. 
ed ; but I am fure the fecond is not true. 

The next Book produced againit the Prifoner wis his 
Chriftianifmi Reftitutio, efpecially from the 22d Leaf 
(feu:tet) to the 35th and ech , Where'he calls'thé ‘Trini- 
ty a Dream of St. Auguftin, and ufes feveral offenfive and 
extravagant Expreflions , calling thofe wha believe the 
Trinity Tritheifs. Servetus anfwered in his Vindication 
(4) “ That he did not calbthofe, who ‘believed’ the Tris 
“nity, Tritheifts, for he himfelf believed it ; but only 
" thofe, who mifreprefented it, admitting a real Diftinéti- 
* on in the Divine Effence ; That, they divided God, and 
.. deftroyed the Unity of the Divine Nature, and thofe he 
* call’d Trinitarians and Atheifts ; and that there is a.Per- 
‘* fonal, and not a Real Diftin&tion in the teueTrinity ”, 
He added, that his Doftrine was the fame with that of 
the Difciples of the Apoftles and the Primitive Fathers, 
fuch as St, Iguatine , St. Polycarp, St. Clement, 'Se. Ireneus, 
Clemens Alesandrinus, and Tertullian, whom he had quated 
in his Book. | 

He farther faid, that by the word Perfon or Hypoftafis he 
underftood a vifible or apparent Subjiftenee. ; 

On the fame Day his Accufers produced feveral other 
Paflages out of his Printed and ManufcriptBooks,to prove 
the Herefies charged upon him, *Tis dbférvable, that

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every time the Prifoner was brought to the Bar, they fel- 
dom failed to infift upon his abufing Calvin. In order to 
make out this important Accufation, they produced, be- 
fides the Latix Letter inferted in my left, a Copy of Cal- 
vin's Inftitutions full of Marginal Notes, written with Ser- 
vetus's own Hand. 
. Servetus declared on the fame Day, that his Printer had 
fent feveral Copies of his Chrifiani/mi Refitutie to Franc- 
ort. “DRA, 
f On the 21ft of uzuft, le Fontaine and Coladon exhibited 
a Letter of Balthazar Arnolet, who printed Servctus’s Book, 
and had been imprifoned with him at Vienxe. That Let- 
te r was written from that City Puly 4. to one Fames Ber- 
tet at Chatilow. The Printer acquainted his Friend Berter, 
that he had been deceived by Guerialr, the Corregtor of 
Servetne’s Book, who concealed ftom him the Errors con- 
tained in it, tho he often ask’d him, whethér there was 
any. He defived Bertet to deftroy thofe Books privately. . 
«Afterwards Calvin came it attended by all the Mini- 
fters of Geneva. He undertook to prove againft Servetus, 
that the Ancient Fathers, alledged by him, far from fay- 
ing any thing that might countenance his Opinions, taught 
a very different Doftrine. That Reformer and the Pri- 
foner had a long Difpute about the true Senfe of the 
Words Perfow and Hypafafis. “That Difpure being ended, 
Calvin and his Attendants went away ; and the Judges 
ordered that Seryesus fhould have, fuch Books, as he want. 
ed, bought at his own Charges, if they were & he found 
at Geneva, or at. Lyons, Cala in, had brought. fome,, with 
him, out of which rvebes eept Tertullian, St. dramas, St, 
Ignatius's Epifties, and another, 
Laftly, it was ordered that the Prifoner fhould have Pa. 
per and Ink to write a Petition, according to his defire. 
Accordingly the next Day ( 4uguff 22.) Servetus pre- 
fented the following Petition to his Judges. T fhall make 
no Alteration ia his Orthography.
